Claim 22 (currently amended) A retrofit unit for a fluorescent lighting fixture comprising:

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Claim 24 (previously presented) A method for retrofitting a fluorescent lighting 
lixturc, consisting essentially of the steps of: 

disconnecting power to an existing fluorescent lighting fixture; 

removing lamps and ballast cover from said existing lighting fixture; 

placing a plurality of mounting brackets on top of said existing lighting fixture; 

hanging a retrofit unit on said plurality of mounting "brackets, wherein said plurality of 
mounting brackets cooperate with slots in a side of said retrofit unit; 

connecting power and ground leads lo said retrofit unit; 

swinging up said retrofit unit adjacent said plurality of mounting brackets; and 

attaching said retrofit unit to said plurality of mounting brackets. 
Claim 25 (currently amended) An apparatus for retrofitting a fluorescent lighting fixture 
comprising: 

a retrofit channel forming member having a downwardly protruding bottom wall and pair 
of opposing side walls; 

a retrofit ballast attached to said downwardly protruding bottom wall and substantially 
contained therein: 

at least one pair of opposing lamp holders affixed to said bottom wall; and 
a maana-fbr -fe gtipp t ying power tn suicl oppo s ing liunp holders; m i d 
a means tor affixing said retrofit channel to an existing fluorescent lighting fixture.
